It might be noted that the SDS has had 
considerable difficulty in the past contracting local 
bus companies to furnish transportation for participation 
in demonstrations in other areas. As recently as March 19, 
1971, because of the difficulty in obtaining bus lines 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota, they contracted a small bus 
company at Red Wing, Minnesota, to furnish transportation 
for approximately 35 people to participate in the protest 
actions in Washington, D. C, on 3/20/71. This bus 
company was quite apprehensive concerning this commitment, 
and prior to the time the busload of SDS people was able 
to leave the state of Minnesota, they encountered a serious 
traffic accident in which the bus turned over and was 
completely damaged beyond repair. Several persons were 
injured. 

In view of the reputation of the difficulties 
encountered in transporting these persons in the past, 
it is felt that it would be easily possible to circumvent 
their being able to contract local bus companies in the 
future.
